Douglas GC, Pritchett, former- 
ly Assistant State Director, Se- 
lective Service in Alabama, and 
now Field Representative for 
Veterans’ Reemployment Rights 
Division, United States Depart- 
ment of Labor, announced Maj. 
Bryan’s appointment today. Maj 
Bryan will give advice and as- 
sistance to veterans who feel 
that they have not received re- 
employment and seniority rights 
to which they are entitled under 
these laws. The reemployment 
rights, functions of the Selective 
Service Act, were transferred to 
the United States Department 
of Labor when the Selective 
Act expired last March 31.

Mr. Forrest Lavender of the 
State Health Department arriv- 
ed in the county this week and 
will work in cooperation 
the Coffee County Health De- 
partment in the Blood Test Sur- 
vey for Syphilis. 

The law requires that every 
person between the ages of 14 
through 50 shall submit to a 
blood test. 

Stations will be so arranged 
as to cause as little inconven- 
jence as possible to the people. 
Schedules with the stations and 
hours for each station will be 
listed later. 

Dr. Weidner is confident of 
the full cooperation of the peo- 
ple of Coffee County in this 
blood test survey. In an inter- 
view with Mr. Lavender he 
stated that many people have 
realized that this is a fine ser- 
vice and have been looking for- 
ward to the time when it could 
be offered to the people of Cof- 
fee County. If every person 
could have a blood test once a 
year and treatment started ear- 
ly when it was needed, our 
people would be saved from 
much needless loss of health.

Training Open 


Any Veteran Who 


Desires Training 


Should Apply 


Enrollment in veterans farm 
training has been re-opened al- 
ter having been closed for se- 
veral months so that provisions 
of P. L. 877 could be worked out 
into the program, 

Any veteran now farming who 
served in World War IIL for nine- 
ty days or more and has an hon- 
orable discharge, is eligible to 
take farm training; however, 
there are certain standards that 
a farm must meet before it will 
be approved by the. State De- 
partment of Education for vete- 
rans to train on. In case a farm 
doesn’t meet these standards, it 
must be made to conform to 
them before a veteran can en- 
roll in training on it. 

P. L. 346 as amended by 377 
allows veterans who farm to 
take their entire eligibility per- 
jod in Vocational Agriculture. 
Prior to the passage of this law, 
two years was the maximum 
training period in agriculture, 
but now this course has been 
extended to four years, provid- 
ed the veteran is entitled to 
this much training by the time 
he spent in service. 

If possible a veteran who 
wishes to enter farm training 
should contact the veterans Vo- 
cational agriculture teacher for 
his community and discuss the 
matter with him. The teachers 
and their communities are:

Praises Hamm And 
Larkins For 
Cooperation 


Governor Folsom spoke here 
last night before a crowd that 
filled the courthouse to over- 
flowing and left several hund- 
red people standing on the 
lawn. In a speech which he 
termed a “report to the people” 
he reviewed his campaign pled- 
ges for mail-box roads, old-age 
pensions and reapportionment 
of the legislature and explain- 
ed his position on the self-star- 
ter amendment. 


The governor highly praised 
Rep. Larkins who _ introduced 
him, and Phillip Hamm, tax 
commissioner. Mr. Hamm, the 
governor reported, has upped 
the rediculously low assessments 
of some of the larger corpora- 
tions in the state, including 
Goodyear Tire and Rubber Co., 
and Southern Railway, bringing 
squeals of protest from the “big 
mules” but standing firm on his 
convictions and collecting from 
the big boys a tax more in pro- 
portion to that paid by the 
small operators. The governor 
labeled Rep. Larkins a progres- 
sive legislator and stated that 
Larkins had cooperated with the 
administration on all major is- 
sues. 


The special privilege creatures 
the governor pointed out, are 
the ones who have made _ his 
job hard and blocked much of 
his legislation. They squeal, be- 
cause they are being weaned— 
weaned from escaping huge 
sums of taxes due the state, and 
being weaned from the running 
of the governor’s office. 

As for campaign promises he 
took them up individually: 


1. School teacher pay—His 
aim was a minimum of $1800 an- 
nually for teachers with two 
years of college. The goal was 
almost reached this year and he 
expects it to be reached for the 
coming school year. 


2. Mail box roads—The go- 
vernor requested 40 million dol- 
lars for the construction of 
blacktop roads for the rural 
areas. This program was de- 
feated in the senate after pass- 
ing the house by a 4 to 1 ma- 
jority. It was finally killed by 
the State Chamber of Commerce 
who already have paved roads 
by their property and object to 
the spending of money to aid 
their neighbors. One complaint 
in the senate was that it would 
be used for political purposes. 
The governor pointed out, how- 
ever, that he was elected by the 
largest majority ever afforded 
a governor and that he doesn’t 
have to play politics with state 
money in order to get votes. He 
promised that the road program 
would go through, even though 
it was defeated in the first 
round. 


3. Old age pensions—The go- 
vernor stated that it had been 
his desire to give to the old age 
some of the money from the in- 
come tax and raise their pen- 
sions to $45 per month. His aim 
is to give every person over 65 
years of age, and who is eligi-- 
ble under the state law, this 
pension. The aim, he says, has 
been less than half realized. 
The payments still average only 
about $20 per month but addi- 
tional money has made it possi- 
ble to add hundreds of new 
names to the rolls. 

The governor is going to yote 
against the self-starter amend- 
ment. The governor of the state 
has had power to call special 
sessions since Alabama became 
a state and Folsom hopes to see 
it continue. The present effort 
to change this regulation is 
what he calls “an effort to hold 
a club over my head.” 

The governor, in closing, re- 
newed his campaign pledges 
and assured the people that he 
would continue to work as their 
representative in their behalf. 
He also expressed his apprecia- 
tion for their support and his 
faith in their continued support, 
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FIRECRACKERS 


Every time we are annoyed by the burst- 
ing of a firecracker we remember the days 
when as a boy we derived much pleasure 
from firecrackers and regarded grown-ups 
who didn’t like them as old fogies. Chances 
are that boys now see the thing much as 
we did then, and even if we could stop their 
noise, we probably wouldn’t do it. The fact 
remains, however, that firecracker popping 
is a nusiance and steps should be taken to 
remedy the situation. 

Fireworks are supposedly a part of the 
Christmas celebration, but with Christmas 
so far away their popping now can be 
brought on by nothing more than the urge 
to hear them pop. The most practical sug- 
gestion we have heard is to ban the shoot- 
ing of fireworks until a couple of weeks 
before Christmas. Enforcement of such an 
ordinance would be hard but could be 
eased somewhat through restriction of 
sales. In this way Christmas could bt cele- 
brated thoroughly, if not properly, and we 
who don’t like firecrackers would be both- 
ered with them for only three weeks instead 
of the next three months,

COLLEGE EDUCATION 


According to a recent announcement by 
the Highth Naval District headquarters the 
Navy has an opening for 2500 men to enter 
college next fall under the N. R. O. T. C 
program, The student can study the aubiect 
of his own choosing and will take certain 
required naval science subjects. His books, 
tuition, and other fees will be paid and he 
gets a $50 a month living allowance, While 
in school he participates in drills and cruises 
and, if qualified upon graduation, must ac- 
cept a naval commission and accept two 
years active duty after which he can trans- 
fer to the Naval Reserve and return to 
civilian life if he so desires. 

We are not recruits for the Navy and 
certainly do not suggest this as an alter- 
native to a regular college education, but. 
for boys who want to go to college and are 
not financially able, it is at least a possi- 
bility worthy of investigation.

CORREGIDOR 


Almost unnoticed by most Americans, 
the Stars and Stripes have been lowered 
on Corregidor and the once-mighty fortress 
in Manila Bay has been turned over to the 
Philippine Republic. 

The ceremony emphasizes the willingness 
of the United States, which won the islands 
from Spain, to deliver them to the people 
of the Philippines and to give up, without 
profit and after considerable financial loss, 
the rich lands of the Philippine Islands to 
the people who now enjoy independence. 

It is not often that a great nation, after 
acquiring territory as a result of warfare, 
yoluntarily withdraws and leaves the area 
to the possession of native inhabitants. 
Not only did the United States take pos- 
session of the Islands from Spain, but, in 
the years of American occupation, this 
country has spent millions of dollars for the 
benefit of the Filipino people. Most of them 
remained loyal to the cause of the nation 
when confronted with the Japanese in- 
vasion, which may be accepted as some 
evidence that the policies of this nation 
have been wise.

The figures indicate that Mr. Hamm 
heeded. 

During the 1946-47 fiscal period he col- 
lected $11,000,000 more for the State than 
was collected in 1945-46. Some of that re- 
presents good business conditions, but a lot 
cf it stems from Hamm, 

Gasoline tax produced $8,149,555 more; 
income tax produced $3,599,197 more; sales 
tax produced $3,654,608 more; use tax pro- 
$555,220 more; severance produced $170,- 
654 more—and there were increases in 
ruany other tax results, all coming to the 
grand total of $76,198, 173. 

In addition the young Commissioner has 
stood his ground in a hard fight to bring 
some of the state’s larger tax assessments 
into line with the smaller assessments. 
Against some of the biggest pressures that 

can be brought against a man in Alabama’s 

state government, Phillip Hamm has stood 
and fought in a way that has won him re- 
spect from both friend and foe of the Fol- 
som Administration.

KILL CORN WEEVILS NOW 

Every year weevils destroy 
many bushels of corn, Let's pul 
a stop to it now. Treat your 
crib for weevils. The best treat- 
ment is with carbon discilphide 
or ‘high life’. First, seal all 
cracks in your corn crib making 
it as air tight as possible, Then 
sprinkle high life over the corn 
‘or on sacks which are layed over 
ithe corn. Use 10 to 20 pints for 
each 1,000 cubie feet. A crib 10 
feet wide, 10 feet long, and 10 
feet high equals 1,000 cubic feet. 
The maximum amount is not 
required if you have your crib 
sealed tight. After the high life 
lis sprinkled on the corn, close 
the crib and leave it to fumigate 
jfor 36 hours. After this, open 
your crib and let the air pass 
freely in it before feeding your 
stock. 


—— 


CAUTION: High life is very 
inflammable and all kinds of 
fire should be kept away from 
the crib while it is being fumi- 
gated.

Killing Hogs 


Hog killing time will soon be here. To help you 
get the most out of your hogs and to lose less by 
spoilage, Haygood Patterson, Commissioner of Agri- 
culture has outlined several steps .that should be 
taken. By following the advice of Mr. Paterson you 
probably can save some of your meat that other- 
wise would spoil, 


1. Do not excite or get the hog hot before killing. 
Do not drag a live hog. Do not drag one that has 
peen stuck until the bleeding is over. The reason 
for this is that ofter a muscle is pulled or a blood 
vessel is broken by the dragging. This forms a blood 
clot and may cause spoilage. 


2. Proper bleeding is imperative. Many people try to 
stick a hog in the heart. That is wrong. The jugular 
vcin should be eut above the shoulders and allow 
the heart to pump all the blood from the body. Too 
much mea is lost from improper sticking. A four 
inch knife will do the job better than a twelve inch 
one, 


3. The quicker a hog is dressed the better. Bacteria 
begins to increase in the hogs body as soon as the 
hog is dead. The entrails are a source of infection 
and the sooner out the better. 


4. Proper chilling is essential for saving meat. The 
animal heat must be removed from the body as soon 
as possible. Do not wait too long to chill the meat if 
the weather is warm. 


We urge you to use these precautions in killing hogs. 
lf meat reaches us in god condition it will not spoil, 
but if it is not in proper condition when brought to 
us we cannot prevent spoilage,

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High Nazi Chief 
Caught in China 


Former Gestapo Leader Is 
Found in Hole Where 
He Hid Two Years. 


PEIPING, CHINA.—The bedrag- 
gled one-time ruthless chief of the 
German gestapo in North China and 
Mongolia sighed with relief when 
he was dragged from an earthen pit 
under a rambling old Peiping house 
by Chinese police. It was the melo- 
dramatic climax of a two-year hunt. 


“I’m glad it's over. I do not 
believe I could have stood it much 
longer, I haven't seen the sun for 
two years,”’ gasped Charles 
Schmidt, who was Himmler's swag- 
gering bully boy here for 18 months 
at the height of the war. 


Emaciated, scantily clad and 
coughing with what he said was tu- 
berculosis contracted during his hid- 
ing, Schmidt was meek but garru- 
lous, He said he welghed 228 pounds 
when he went into hiding but now 
weighed less than 150. 


Can’t Explain It. 


In a driving rainstorm, he was 
hustled off to the airfield for re- 
moval to Shanghai. Beside his name 
on the list of wanted Nazis was the 
notation “believed implicated in 
murder,"’ but Peiping authorities 
were unable to explain it. 


Schmidt himself said he had been 
sought ever since Germany surren- 
dered in May, 1945; first by the Jap- 
anese, who feared and hated him, 
and then by the Allies after Japan's 
defeat. After flecing to Tokyo and 
then back to Peiping in 1945, 
Schmidt sald he had gone into hid- 
ing in the house where he was found, 


It was the home of a middle aged 
German widow of a Chinese doctor 
{In Peiping's east city—a building 
full of broken furniture and disor- 
dered rubble. 


A Chinese reporter who was the 
only witness of the arrest said the 
police made a long search of the 
house—their third in recent months 
—and finally rolled back a rug and 
found a_ trapdoor. Beneath it, 
Schmidt crouched in a hole about 
five feet deep and four feet square. 


Clad in Rags. 


“Don't move or we will shoot,” a 
policeman warned in English. Clad 
only in an undershirt and overalls, 
Schmidt was lifted out and thrown 
on the floor, 

“Mr. Charley Schmidt,”’ said the 
police captain unnecessarily, ‘we 
are looking for you.” 

‘*Yes,'"’ Schmidt replied wearily. 
“Two years is a long time.” 

He volunteered that he possessed 
no gun and had destroyed all his 
papers long ago. 

Asked about his successor, Adel- 
bert Schulze, who vanished from 
Peiping just as Americans were pre- 
paring to fly him to Shanghai for 
repatriation, Schmidt was _ con- 
temptuous, 

“T heard he was working for the 
Russians,’’ Schmidt said. ‘He is a 
fool. No man can work for more 
than one master.”

Decrease Reported 
In Army Enlistments 


High Intelligence Standards 
Result in Decline. 


WASHINGTON.—Bighty thousand 
men are needed monthly to bring 
the army up to normal strength, it 
was disclosed by the war depart- 
ment. New fall enlistments are 
running 25 per cent short of the 
number required for bare replace- 
ment of discharges, an officer said. 

War department figures show that 
enlistments for the first seven 
months of 1947 averaged 22,862 a 
month, The army estimates that 
80,000 new recruits a month are 
needed to keep strength at present 
levels, with still larger enlistments 
necessary to build up to the 1,070,- 
000 men authorized force. 

Officials said the army could dou- 
ble its enlistments immediately if it 
could afford to scrap its new high 
Standards for admission. In one 
month, the army rejected approx- 
imately half of the men who applied 
for enlistments—in the majority of 
cases for failure to pass intelligence 
tests. 

The army made its “entrance 
exam” considerably tougher at the 
beginning of this year, because @x- 
perience had proved that men of 
higher intelligence were needed to 
hold down the many technical. jobs 
in the postwar service, 


Before the passing grade was 
raised, 22 out of every 100 prospec- 
tive volunteers failed to pass the 
test. In a recent month, the aver- 
age was up to 35 failures out of 100 
applicants, 

In addition, 10 per cent of the men 
who appeared at recruiting offices 
couldn’t pass the physical examina- 
tions, and a small percentage was 
rejected for what the army calls 
‘moral disqualifications."’ 

High war department officers are 
firm in their determination not to 
lower the army’s standards in order 
to make up recruiting, deficits. 

“We tried it once two years ago,” 
a spokesman said. ‘'We threw open 
the ranks to almost anyone but 


idiots, and the result was nothing 
but trouble. We just can’t use dull- 
ards in the army now.”

| Auburn Alabama farmers 
lmay not realize it now, but they 
ire entering one of the most 
critical periods in the history of 


agriculture—a feed and grain 
ishortage. 

| Farmers will not feel the 
pinch now because they still

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Crop Land of Nation 
Periled led by Erosion 


Officials Say Failure to Act Will 
Cost U. S. 20 Billion. 


WASHINGTON,.—Conservation of- 
ficlals say that one-fourth of the na- 
tion’s entire crop land is threatened 
with irreparable damage by 1960 if 
the present rate of erosion contin- 
ues. Another 25 per cent of the land 
faces permanent injury between 
1960 and 1975, 

Failure to act, it was indicated, 
will cost the nation 20 billion dollars 
in the next 20 years—in actual cash 
and without regard to the irreplace- 
able loss of a vital natural resource 

Continued retirement of broad 
areas from culfivation each year 
well may force a reduction of the 
American diet, officials added. 

Pointing up this possibility, they 
said census experts estimate that 
by 1970 the United States will have 
a population of 170 million, com- 
pared with the present 140 million. 

They said so great a population 
will require more—not less—land 
than is producing crops today. The 
officials stressed that ‘‘no one will 
starve.’’ Instead, the national diet 
would decline in nutritional quality. 
There would be a shifting to a heav- 
jer cereal diet. 

According to the soil men, erosion 
now is making its most vicious at- 
tack upon the rich middle belt of 
the country. 

The Midwest long has been con- 
sidered a ‘‘permanently"' rich 
bread basket. But intensive culti- 
vation of war-important crops in the 
last few years has exposed millions 
of acres of precious topsoil to wind 
and rain, officials said. 

The 50 per cent of available crop 
land now suffering from ‘‘critical’’ 
or ‘serious’ erosion totals 225 mil- 
lion acres. Another 210 million acres 
is undergoing a ‘‘slow’’ eating away. 
The rest of the nation’s farm land 
resources, or only about 75 million 
acres, does not need conservation 
help now and may never need it.

Fix Secdbeds For 
Sericea Pastures 


Many farmers aren’t able to 
plant pastures and sericea in 
early spring because they fail 
to fix seedbeds in the fall. 

At planting time, the ground 
is usually too wet to prepare 
and farmers miss getting in 
these crops on time, observe D. 
R. Harbor, API extension as- 
sistant agronomist. The way to 
avoid this is to make the seed- 
beds now, he explains. 

On most soils it is vary neces- 
sary to have good beds for seed- 
ing both pastures and sericea. 
Stands of sericea usually do not 
thicken, so plantings must be 
made right or the crop will fail, 
cautions Harbor. Since some 
land will erode if turned now, it 
will not be wise to prepare it 
until just before planting time. 

Harbor advises turning land 
and disking to form a smooth 
seedbed on which a mowing ma- 
chine can be operated.
